Allowable Subject Matter 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art teaches 
creating a PACCH that is ancillary to the data stream, such that the PACCH could be used at any 
time, including during a handover. See Molno et al. (USPN 2001/0030949). However, the prior 
art does not disclose or fairly suggest using a PACCH when available and using an uplink 
timeslot when the PACCH is not available.
